The birth of 
GET Stupid coincided with it becoming my central focus where it 
would remain until I took up painting again in the early ‘90s. 
Initially I was all but copying the ideas of Max Ernst and Joseph Cornell, 
but soon moved into a stylistic niche of my own.

“ novels of Ernst. Panels and processes were the theme and the images of dreams. 
In 1993 I wrote my first novel and started moving away from theplastic arts to 
concentrate on writing. 
'@ My collage output was sparse until I picked it up again in 2010 so there is a very 
clear demarcation between my 20th and 21st century work. So this book is more 
or less my first fifteen years of collage, almost all of it just glue and paper 
made before my era of electronic art. Some of it annoys me in its lack of neat 
construction.I was capable of fine precision in those days but didn’t always use it. 
Many of these pieces would look very different if I had made them more 
recently, maybe not necessarily better though. 
Almost everything in this book was originally made in black and white and was§* , 
published that way in GET STUPID or other ‘zines and colored later. 7M
